CE o A Capt. John Corippo named 
i career firefighter of the year

Saturday night, the Ukiah Firefighter 
Association honored several firefighters, both 
volunteer and professional, for their contribu- 
tions to the department. 

The awards are given out by the association, 
which is made up of both paid firefighters and 
volunteers, all of whom vote on the awards. 

UFD Capt. John Corippo was named career 
firefighter of the year. Corippo has risen through 
the ranks to Captain in a short time and is also in 
charge of the UFD Fire Explorers program. 

“He has excelled in his new position and is 
expected to exceed our department’s expecta- 
tions,” said UFD Battalion Chief Kevin 
Jennings. 

The award for volunteer firefighter of the year 
was given to Nancy Sawyer, who has led public 
education efforts at local elementary schools. 

In her first year, Sawyer completed the 
County Chief’s Academy and is enrolled in the 
Fire Science Program at Mendocino Community 
College. 

Becky Schwenger was named career rookie 
of the year and has proven to be a valued mem- 
ber of the department, Jennings said. 

Joe Szupello was honored with the award for 
volunteer rookie of the year. 

“Joe brings with him a lot of energy and is 
willing to do whatever is asked,” said one voter 
in the comments section of the ballot. 

i Marcus Ramirez was named Explorer of the 
e4 year. He is one of seven teenagers enrolled in the 
UFD Fire Explorers program. 

This year’s pike pole award went to Rob 
Ramseier. The pike pole award is given to fire- 
fighters who have broken or damaged something 
during the year or otherwise done something to 
bring amusement to their fellow firefighters. 

The award is named for the actions of a vol- 
unteer many years ago who had the innate abili- 
ty to break pike poles -- a fire fighting tool con- 
sisting of a 10-foot pole with a hook on the end 
that is used for knocking out windows and other 
tasks. 

In previous years the award has been given to 
individuals, such as the firefighter who went to 
work on a still electrified engine with a steel 
multi-tool, and once to an entire shift for their 
“skills, or lack thereof, with small engines.” 

Ramseier received the award Saturday for his 
artistic endeavors with pre-fire plans, and his 
culinary skills while cooking for his shift. 

The association also gave out service awards 
to Jennings for his 25-years of service, to 
Volunteer Engineer and HazMat Specialist Joyce 
Boghosian for 15 years of service and to 
Corippo, Firefighter-Paramedic Mike Stewart 
and Equipment Mechanic Chris Walker for their 
five years of service.

Residents, community leaders learn more about wave energy 


City, county hear 
they have special 
wave energy powers

A city-county forum on wave 
energy enthralled Dr. Richard 
Miller Saturday, Jan. 19 in Fort 
Bragg, the hours of fast-paced dis- 
cussion panels changing his mind. 

“I entered the forum an advo- 
cate of wave energy and exited a 
skeptic,” said Miller, host of a 
show about health on local public 
radio. 

“Energy can be extracted from 
the waves but now the question is 
on all of our tables: at what price?” 

For many of about 150 people 
who attended the wave energy 
forum, it was their best chance yet 
to determine the cost and benefits 


of wave energy and to match the 
players to a confusing and fast- 
changing program. 

“The City and Mendocino 
County did a great job in organiz- 
ing the meeting. The significance 
to me was having everyone in the 
same room discussing wave ener- 
gy topics, and meeting and under- 
standing who the players are,” said 
Elizabeth Mitchell, a retired 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration attorney now liv- 
ing in Fort Bragg. 

Scientists, fishermen, entrepre- 
neurs and bureaucrats explained 
what could emerge off the coast in 
a few years, giving specifics about 
what arrays might look like based 
on working proposals in Oregon. 

A brand new wave-wind energy 
proposal in Washington would be 8 
to 10 miles long.

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GreenWave team 
claiming waters off 
Mendocino

Two top Southern California real 
estate developers and a leading 
Republican political figure lead 
GreenWave Energy Solutions LLC, 
company President Wayne 
Burkamp told the Beacon. 

One of five GreenWave members 
is former state Assemblyman Tony 
Strickland, who lost his bid last year 
as the GOP nominee for state con- 
troller. Strickland is the Republican 
candidate expected to run to replace 
termed-out Tom McClintock in a 
heavily Republican state senate dis- 
trict. 

GreenWave, whose federal wave 
energy preliminary permit applica- 


tion covers waters from Little River 
to Fort Bragg, where it abuts the 
PG&E claim, was the topic of puz- 
zled speculation at Saturday’s day- 
long wave energy event in Fort 
Bragg. While PG&E sent a team to 
the event and every federal and state 
agency now involved was on hand, 
GreenWave has yet to be seen local- 
ly. Many of those attending the 
event have been frustrated in efforts 
to find out who or what GreenWave 
is. 

Rachel Binah, a leader of anti- 
offshore oil and gas drilling forces 
for two decades, asked during her 
presentation that Mendocino 
County dig up some information 
about Green Wave. 

John Innes, of the North Coast 
Fishing Association, said the myste- 
rious filing by GreenWave resem- 
bled many of the limited liability

Obama says landslide win in SC 
marks a turn in party history 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP) — Democrat Barack Obama said 
Sunday that his landslide win in South Carolina’s presidential 
primary marks a turn in political history, showing that a black 
candidate can appeal to voters of all colors and in all regions. 

The Illinois senator told a raucous crowd of more than 9,000 
here that his big victory Saturday disproved the old notion “that 
if you get black votes, you can’t get white votes,” and vice 
versa. 

“We’re going to write a new chapter in the South, we’re 
going to write a new chapter in American history,” he said dur- 
ing his 64-minute speech to a capacity crowd at the University 
of Alabama at Birmingham basketball arena. The crowd was 
roughly two-thirds black and one-third white. 

Earlier Sunday he made a similar argument, responding to 
comments by former President Clinton that some interpreted as 
an effort to diminish Obama’s win Saturday over Hillary 
Rodham Clinton. Bill Clinton noted that Jesse Jackson won the 
South Carolina primary in 1984 and 1988. 

Obama, speaking during a television interview, said “‘there’s 
no doubt” that Jackson set a precedent for blacks seeking the 
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presidency. But he noted that was two decades ago. 


GOP voters have choice in Romney on 
economy, McCain on national security 


ORLANDO, Fla. (AP) — Mitt Romney and John McCain 
are in an increasingly bitter and personal struggle to control the 
campaign conversation before Florida’s primary on Tuesday — 
and the Republican presidential nomination itself may go to the 
one who succeeds. 

Romney, the former Massachusetts governor and venture 
capitalist, casts himself as a business-savvy economic turn- 
around artist amid recession anxiety, while McCain, the 
Arizona senator and former Vietnam veteran, portrays himself 
as a courageous wartime commander in chief in a dangerous 
world. 

“He has an enormous disadvantage when it comes to the top- 
ics of changing Washington or fixing our economy,” Romney 
said Sunday, arguing that he is far stronger than McCain on 
both issues. 

Countered McCain: “Even if the economy is the, quote, No. 
1 issue, the real issue will remain America’s security” — and, 
unlike him, Romney is deficient in that area. 

The two leaders for the Republican nomination essentially 
are beginning their national arguments here, ahead of a virtual 
national primary on Feb. 5. They are giving rank-and-file GOP 
voters a choice between what have historically been the party’s 
two most important issues — the economy and national securi- 
ty. That’s not an easy decision for many Republicans.

companies (LLCs) that filed 
for wind energy permits, 
which he handled in a previ- 
ous job. He said those LLCs 
often acted as fronts for oth- 
ers. The devices ended up 
abandoned when the shell cor- 
porations departed. Innes 
speculated that a good reason 
why Green Wave has not 
come forward locally could be 
that it, too, is a shell corpora- 
tion. 

The Federal Energy

GreenWave members 


Burkamp said GreenWave 
started about a year ago as a 
limited liability company with 
five members who are inter- 
ested in the blossoming field 
of alternative energy. 

He said the members are 
Burkamp, Strickland, engi- 
neer Bill Bustamante, devel- 
oper Dean Kunicki and devel- 
oper Gary Gorian. 

Internet searches showed 
that Kunicki and Gorian are 
well-known developers in 
Southern California. Kunicki 
has been involved in non- 
profit organizations such as 
the Red Cross and was elected 
last year to the Ventura 
County Board of Education. 

Gorian, whose name is on 
California state LLC filings 
for GreenWave, runs Colton 
Lee Communities of 
Thousand Oaks, whose pro- 
jects range from apartments 
and pre-fab housing to 
planned communities. Gorian 
is also on the board of direc- 
tors of Casa Pacific, a tempo- 
rary home for children in cri- 
sis. 

None of the five men had 
visited the Mendocino site by 
Jan. 18, the filing having been 
made Oct. 23, 2007. 

A FERC preliminary per- 
mit, which GreenWave has 
filed for waters off the town of 
Mendocino, acts like a mining 
claim or development agree- 
ment, whereby real estate is 
held for a certain time period 
for a certain use. 

Burkamp said the skill 
developers use to navigate the 
political process would be key 
to developing wave energy, 
where the regulatory process 
is still being defined. 

“We basically had the idea 
that we could develop these 
sites, and this was the right 
team to do it,” Burkamp said. 
“We could possibly streamline 
the development process with 
the help of our political arm 
(Strickland).” 


Tony Strickland 

Strickland wouldn’t have to 
stray far from his history to 
battle through wave energy 
regulations, as he has been 
one of the most strident foes 
of business regulations in 
California. 

Strickland has been run- 
ning California Club for 
Growth, an anti-tax and anti- 
regulation supply-side eco- 
nomics fund-raising organiza- 
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tion that works to push 
Republican candidates to the 
right on fiscal issues. One 
recent statement attacked for- 
mer Arkansas Gov. Mike 
Huckabee for suggesting 
restrictions on CEO incomes. 

As former chief of staff for 
the influential McClintock, 
Strickland is part of a small 
circle of powerful 
Republicans in the Simi 
Valley/Thousand Oaks area. 

When Strickland termed 
out in the 37th Assembly 
District, his wife, Audra 
Strickland, replaced him as 
Republican assemblywoman 
in that seat. 

Consultant Previsic 
Mirko 

To choose the locations off 
San Luis Obispo (where 
GreenWave filed a second 
preliminary permit applica- 
tion on the same day) and the 
town of Mendocino, 
GreenWave hired Previsic 
Mirko, whom Burkamp char- 
acterized as a top expert in 
wave energy. 

“We learned that these are 
the only two spots left with 
excellent potential to produce 
wave energy,” said Burkamp. 

Mirko indeed has long been 
involved in important wave 
energy studies on both coasts 
of the United States, including 
the 2003 California state study 
that has been used as a text by 
all those involved in the issue. 
Mirko has helped alternative 
energy startup companies and 
been in on the invention of 
wave energy devices and is 
considered one of the top 
names in the field. Mirko is a 
consultant and not a member 
of the LLC, Burkamp said. 

GreenWave has not issued 
any press releases and has had 
no involvement in any local 
public forums. Burkamp said 
he had hoped to attend the 
wave energy forum on 
Saturday in Fort Bragg but 
said it is too early in the 
process for specifics. 

“We are at a preliminary 
stage of the process. There 
will be a time for us to hold 
public forums and do the 
things you suggest,” Burkamp 
said. 


Where’s the money? 

FERC is also requesting 
that GreenWave reveal where 
it would get the money to 
undertake the wave energy 


project and has asked the 
group to discuss what type of 
technology it would use. 

Burkamp said GreenWave 
has sources for the financing 
and is leaning toward the 
Pelamis sea-snake design at 
this point. 

“We have a number of 
sources for the funding ... 
Again we believe the process 
is too early for us to finalize 
who our sources are, or to 
select the device that gener- 
ates the wave energy,” said 
Burkamp. 

Burkamp is an attorney 
with the San Francisco law 
firm Armstrong Teasdale. He 
specializes in real estate and 
also does corporate securities 
work. 

A frustration in finding 
information about GreenWave 
has to do with ongoing prob- 
lems with the FERC Website, 
which extends to several other 
filings. County officials, local 
activists and even a leading 
official from another federal 


agency complained about 
spotty searching of filings on 
the FERC Website. 


Until the end of summer, 
new filings were reliably post- 
ed on the FERC Website, but 
none has been posted in the 
“new” area since October. 
Some searches work on the 
FERC Website and FERC has 
not answered requests from 
this reporter that all new wave 
energy filings be provided. 

GreenWave’s filing, along 
with that of the county of 
Sonoma and a new filing by 
California Wave Energy part- 
ners off Cape Mendocino, 
rumored to be both wind and 
wave energy, have not 
appeared on the Website. A 
map prepared by the 
Department of Interior con- 
tained all the filings except the 
filing by California Wave 


Energy Partners, another 
LLC. 
A phone call quickly 


revealed California Wave 
Energy Partners is a sub- 
sidiary of Ocean Power 
Technologies of New Jersey, 
which along with competitor 
Finavera are the leading wave 
energy firms. 

Ocean Power Technologies 
has made headlines in recent 
days with the dramatic decline 
in its stock price.

SF Police shoot man 
after trying to cite him

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A man is being treated for life 
threatening injuries after being shot by police, who say the man 
attacked officers with a knife. 

Police spokesman Sgt. Steve Mannina says officers 
approached the man to issue him a panhandling citation, and 
that the man fled and was uncooperative. Mannina did not iden- 
tify the victim, who is in his 50s. 

The officers went after the man and say he pulled an 8-inch 
kitchen knife and lunged at them. Mannina says one of the two 
officers fired at the man, putting him down. 

The incident will be investigated by the police department’s 
office of management control and homicide division in addition 
to the district attorney and Office of Citizen Complaints.

Navy resumes sonar 
training off SD coast 
as legal battle goes on 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — The Navy has resumed sonar training 
off the coast of Southern California as the legal battle over how 
the exercises affect marine mammals continues. 

The training by the carrier strike group of the USS Abraham 
Lincoln is part of a broader exercise to prepare the group for 
deployment. 

During the exercise, which began Wednesday and will last 
through February 1, sailors train in anti-submarine warfare, 
ocean security operations and other areas. 

The anti-submarine warfare exercises use mid-frequency 
active sonar that environmentalists say hurts whales and other 
marine life. 

Earlier this month, a federal judge temporarily lifted certain 
measures designed to lessen the impact of sonar on whale.

Willits and Fort Bragg Education for 
Resiliency program receives state grant 


The Mendocino County Health and Human Services Agency, 
Public Health Branch recently received notification of grant 
award for funding in the Alcohol and Other Drug Programs 
(AODP) division. The project, known as the Willits and Fort 
Bragg Education for Resiliency, or WAFER, was awarded by 
the California State Alcohol and Drug Programs, Safe and Drug 
Free Schools and Communities and focuses on high school stu- 
dents who are high-risk marijuana or alcohol users and on 
younger students who are at special risk as they transition to the 
challenges of the middle school environment. 

“I would like to congratulate the staff in AODP for their hard 
work to acquire this grant for the County” said Carmel Angelo, 
Health and Human Services Agency Director. 

“This grant is another example of the degree of commitment 
from the Health and Human Services Agency to provide pre- 
vention services to the youth in Mendocino County.” 

The program is expected to serve 150 high school students 
and 275 middle school students, for a total of 2,125 served over 
the five-year project period. Goals are to reduce the frequency 
and level of high-risk marijuana and alcohol use through a 
series of education/intervention groups, out-of-school time 
activities, parent education, support, increase awareness of 
alcohol and other drug harm, and refusal skills. 

Essential to the program is coordination and collaborating 
activities with existing community efforts. Programming is 
expected to begin in mid-November and continue through the 
school year.

Medical marijuana 
shouldn’t be 
treated this way 


To the Editor: 

There are significant errors of omission 
in the firefighter marijuana cultivation 
story of Jan. 23: 

1) It fails to state that the Sherilyn 
Young case involves a documented medical 
grow, which could explain why the State 
AG office has not charged. Perhaps com- 
mon sense will prevail and her lawful 
property will be ordered returned rather 
than a bogus prosecution. 

2) It fails to state that Sherilyn Young is 
chief financial officer of the DA’s office, 
not a clerical level employee, as implied. 

3) It is not stated whether or not the Fire 
Captain’s grow was claimed to be medical. 
The fact that three people were cited and 
released makes it seem likely that a legal 
medical grow is claimed and has some 
documented basis. 

4) It is not stated whether or not the Fire 
Captain’s grow was eradicated. If it was 
not, and photos and samples were taken as 
part of an investigation it would be an 
instance of Sheriff’s personnel acting in 
accordance with Department Policy in 
cases involving a claim of legal medical 
cultivation. 

There is a similarity of circumstances to 
the wrongly eradicated medical grow of 
Laura Hamburg in October 2007. Sheriff’s 
office personnel discovered it while visit- 
ing her home in order to serve a warrant on 
another person whom they believed might 
be there, just like at the Fire Captain’s 
house.

California focus 


os Tow ELIAS 
Arnold not giving 
GOp much help 


There is little doubt that Gov. Arnold Schwarzeneg- 
ger would like to influence the outcome of the run for 
this year's Republican presidential nomination. 

From his inviting all candidates to an abortive cli- 
mate change/global warming forum in New Hampshire 
(what else could a California governor mean by invit- 
ing presidential hopefuls to meet him in the first prima- 
ry election state?) to his frequent mentions of candi- 
dates like former New York Mayor Rudy Giuliani and 
Arizona Sen. John McCain, Schwarzenegger's yen for 
a presidential nominee he likes better than incumbent 
George W. Bush is obvious. 

The question: How can Schwarzenegger expect to 
influence his party nationally when he has done little or 
nothing for Republicans in his home state? Some Cali- 
fornia Republican activists even believe he's deliber- 
ately sabotaged the state party. One example: In 2006, 
he spurred the GOP to borrow $3 million and spend it 
on his reelection campaign, promising to make sure it 
got repaid. He has not kept that promise, and the debt is 
a big reason the state party is in trouble now. 

Meanwhile, as the party languished $1.7 million in 
the red as of the end of last October, the governor's 
own fund-raising set records, topping $125 million 
over six years. 

In fact, Schwarzenegger's own contributions to his 
campaigns come to far more than his party's debt. Over 
the years, he's spent well over $8 million on his own 
behalf. If he really cared about his party, he could easi- 
ly open his checkbook and ail it out instantly. 

But the governor shows little inclination to do that. 
Perhaps that's because he appears more comfortable 
consorting with Democrats on most issues than with 
Republicans. 

Take global warming and climate change. Democra- 
tic Assembly Speaker Fabian Núñez and former 
Democratic Asemblywoman Fran Pavley of Los Ange- 
les County carried the landmark 2006 bill that now 
requires California to reduce carbon and nitrogen 
oxide emissions to 1990 levels within a little more than 
a decade. Schwarzenegger signed that law over strong 
Republican opposition. 

Many in the GOP still do not accept the entire notion 
that human activity contributes heavily to the global 
warming that has caused, for instance, the melting of 
all but one of the many glaciers once visible from the 
ironically-named Glacier Point landmark in Yosemite 
National Park. 

On health care, Schwarzenegger was plainly more 
comfortable all through last year with Democratic- 
sponsored plans for making insurance universally 
available than with Republican ideas for more piece- 
meal methods to decrease the numbers who lack cover- 
age. 

It's been more than three years since he last spent 
significant time campaigning for Republican legisla- 
tive candidates or helping them raise more than token 
amounts of campaign cash. 

And in the last three months, ever since the party put 
out word that it is seriously in hock, Schwarzenegger 
has done little or nothing to help. Perhaps that's 
because party officials elevated San Diego County's 
Ron Nehring, far to Schwarzenegger's right on most 
issues, to state chairman last year. Perhaps it's because 
he feels party organizations are unimportant in Califor- 
nia, where he got virtually no help from the official 
GOP apparatus in his 2003 recall election run and 
needed no help to get reelected in 2006. 

Maybe it's also because he's given up on the GOP 
altogether. For sure, Schwarzenegger has sometimes 
touted current New York Mayor Michael Bloomberg as 
a possible independent candidate for president. He's 
also said he has no plans to run for the U.S. Senate 
against Democrat Barbara Boxer when his term 
expires at the end of 2010. Maybe he feels he might not 
win a Republican primary, since he's so far left of most 
of his party cohorts. 

In any case, he allowed the party to stop paying 
executive directors in many counties during the current 
runup to the Feb. 5 primary when he could have fund- 
ed all those jobs by staging one small fund-raising din- 
ner or forking over a little of his own cash. 

The consequence is that Republican get-out-the- 
vote efforts next month will be considerably less than 
they might have been. That could conceivably lead to 
passage of Proposition 93, the lone truly partisan 
proposition on the upcoming ballot, a measure that 
would allow the current Democratic legislative leader- 
ship to remain in control in Sacramento for at least four 
more years. 

In short, Schwarzenegger could have helped his 
party out of a serious bind that might have conse- 
quences at the polls, but instead he sat on his hands. 

Which makes it highly ironic that he somehow 
thinks he ought to have a hand in choosing his party's 
national standard-bearer.

Djokovic s 
game is 


way up 
with victory

MELBOURNE, Australia — 
Novak Djokovic started making 
peace with the crowd as soon as he 
lifted the trophy. 

After beating Jo-Wilfried Tsonga 
4-6, 6-4, 6-3, 7-6 (2) Sunday night to 
win the Australian Open for his first 
Grand Slam title, Djokovic knew a 
little public relations was in order. 

True, he had kept the Rod Laver 
Arena crowd in stitches last week 
with his Maria Sharapova imperson- 
ation. 

But Djokovic also had upset 
Roger Federer in the semifinals and 
now had eliminated Tsonga, who 
was riding a great wave into the title 
match. 

“I know the crowd wanted him to 
win more,” Djokovic said. “That’s 
OK. It’s all right. I still love you 
guys — don’t worry. I’m very, very 
happy that I won my first Grand 
Slam here, so hopefully we’ll see 
you here on this stage a lot more 
often.” 

Djokovic felt as if he had to fight 
two rivals — the fans and his oppo- 
nent — in beating Federer and 
Tsonga. He frequently yelled when 
things went wrong. 

“Sometimes, you just can’t con- 
trol your emotions on the court,” he 
said. “I’m still learning. I’m still 
young.” 

The 20-year-old Serb is the first 
man other than No. 2 Rafael Nadal 
to win a Grand Slam title from 
Federer since Marat Safin won the 
2005 Australian Open. 

Djokovic said he was under 
extreme pressure to defeat Tsonga, 
an unseeded Frenchman who had 
beaten four players in the top 14, 
including Nadal in straight sets in 
the semifinals. 

Tsonga’s audacious style, resem- 
blance to Muhammad Ali and mag- 
nificent run in only his fifth major 
made him a popular contender at 
Melbourne Park. His great tale about 
his Congolese father witnessing the 
epic “Rumble in the Jungle” heavy- 
weight bout between Ali and George 
Foreman in 1974 added to the leg- 
end. 

The underdog story gained 
momentum when Tsonga’s father, 
Didier, who flew in from France for 
the match, stood and threw four right 
hooks to celebrate his son’s first-set 
success. 

Djokovic admitted he felt the 
heat. 

But he regrouped after the first- 
set barrage and began to climb back. 
He did not face a break point in the 
second and third sets. 

He staved off one crucial break 
point in the fourth before dominat- 
ing the tiebreaker. 

“Coming on against a player with 
nothing to lose — he was going for 
the shots and he was very dangerous, 
especially in the first set — I was 
pretty nervous,” he said. 

Tsonga, so aggressive earlier in 
the tournament, seemed content to 
rally from the baseline, especially 
after getting passed several times. 
The forehands that whipped past 
Nadal and kissed the lines were 
wayward. 

And he netted some of the soft 
touch volleys that gave him easy 
points against the Spaniard. 

“I was trying to stay with him 
because I knew sooner or later, with 
my style of game, I could get in con- 
trol of the match,” Djokovic said. 

With Federer only two majors shy 
of Pete Sampras’ record 14 Grand 
Slam titles, Djokovic said he needed 
to make the most of any opportunity. 

“This match was especially 
important because I was the favorite 
and I knew everybody was expect- 
ing me to win, so anything but the 
win was a loss,” Djokovic said. “I 
wanted really to win because I felt 
my chance. I wanted to win my first 
Grand Slam. Now things are differ- 
ent.”

Nellie wants Webber back on Warriors nearly 
14 years after feud ended first stint together

OAKLAND — Coach Don Nelson 
wants to bring free agent forward Chris 
Webber back to Golden State, nearly 14 
years after a feud ended their first stint 
together. 

“T hope that it happens to be quite hon- 
est with you,” Nelson said Sunday before 
the Warriors hosted the New York 
Knicks. “I think our team needs it.” 

Webber was acquired by the Warriors 
in a draft day trade with Orlando in 1993 
after becoming just the second sopho- 
more ever to be the top pick in the NBA 
draft. He won the Rookie of the Year 
award and made the playoffs in his only 
season in Golden State. 

But Webber clashed with Nelson and 
demanded a trade before his second sea- 
son, and was eventually dealt to 
Washington in November 1994 for Tom 
Gugliotta and three first-round picks. At 
the time, Webber cited unhappiness over 
Nelson’s sometimes abrasive coaching 
style as a main reason for his wanting out 
of Golden State. 


Nelson was fired shortly after the 
trade, only to be brought back as Warriors 
coach last season. Golden State didn’t 
make the playoffs for 12 seasons after 
Webber was traded, ending the drought 
last season. Nelson said he and Webber 
have talked over the years and that both 
men have matured since their feud more 
than a decade ago. 

“Tve learned over the years,” Nelson 
said. “I’ve softened a bit through some of 
the experiences I’ve had. I look back at 
the time when Chris and I were here early 
in our careers. We were both pretty stub- 
born and I was maybe too tough and he 
was too young to see the positives I was 
trying to bring to the table. I’ve learned 
and I think he has, too. Hey, I’m an old 
man and he’s an old player.” 

Webber has not played in an NBA 
game since the Detroit Pistons lost to 
Cleveland in last season’s Eastern 
Conference finals. 

The Pistons did not bring Webber back 
this season and he has been looking for a 
team to join. 


Webber averaged 11.2 points, 7.2 


rebounds and 3.1 assists last season with 
Philadelphia and Detroit. He bristled at 
his reduced role in the postseason, when 
he averaged 9.9 points and 6.3 rebounds 
in 25.3 minutes per game. 

Webber is no longer the dynamic play- 
er he was in his first stint with the 
Warriors, having worn down during a 14- 
year career that included microfracture 
surgery on his knee in 2003. Webber was 
one of the top power forwards in the 
game during his 6 1/2 years in 
Sacramento, leading the Kings to the 
conference finals in 2002. 

He remains one of the game’s best 
passing big men, a skill Nelson believes 
the Warriors are severely lacking. Nelson 
has mostly played just two big men all 
season, with Andris Biedrins and Al 
Harrington sharing the load inside. 

Golden State entered Sunday’s game 
in seventh place in the Western 
Conference with a 26-18 record. Nelson 
said he’s not afraid that adding Webber 
could disrupt the chemistry on a team that 
made it to the second round of the play- 
offs a year ago.

Belichick, formerly an 
assistant with the New York 
Jets and Giants, will be trying 
to coach the Patriots to their 
fourth NFL championship in 
seven seasons. 

New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg, meanwhile, got 
his start in the Hub. Born in 
the suburb of Medford in 
1942, he got his MBA from 
Harvard. 

“I can tell you that when I 
lived in the Boston metropoli- 
tan area, they did not have a 
football team. So nobody can 
accuse me of having been a 
Patriot fan. I am a New York 
fan,” he said. 

When Bloomberg was in 
graduate school, Fenway Park 
was home to the Boston 
Patriots of the old American 
Football League. At the same 
time, Yankee Stadium housed 
the Giants. 

Years later, the Giants 
moved farther into the 
Northeast, shuttling into the 
Yale Bowl for a couple of sea- 
sons while Yankee Stadium 
was renovated. Many fans in 
Connecticut still consider the 
state Giants territory; in fact, 
the Patriots almost moved to 
Hartford in the late 1990s. 

The most intense matchups 
between Boston and New 
York came in other sports. 

In 1972, Bobby Orr’s goal 
helped the Bruins beat the 
New York Rangers for their 
most recent Stanley Cup title. 
Around the same time, John 
Havlicek, Dave Cowens and 


the Celtics were dueling Walt 
Frazier, Willis Reed and the 
Knicks for Eastern 
Conference crowns. 

The Celtics and Knicks 
haven’t met in the postseason 
since 1990. This season, 
Boston owns the NBA’s best 
record and the Knicks have 
one of the worst. 

“To really call it a rivalry is 
not the right statement 
because I believe rivals are 
made in the playoffs and 
championship games,” Pierce 
said. 

The Yankees-Red Sox 
rivalry might be the most 
charged in sports, heightened 
by whats happened in 
October. 

New York beat Boston in 
Game 7 of the 2003 American 
League championship series. 
The next year, the Red Sox 
became the only team in base- 
ball history to rally from a 3-0 
deficit in the postseason. 

After all those years of 
watching the Yankees win, the 
Red Sox and their fans can 
gloat with a pair of World 
Series titles in four seasons. 
Their success carries over into 
other sports. 

“Right now the competition 
between the Red Sox and 
Yankees kind of parlays into 
the Rangers and Bruins,” 
Boston defenseman Aaron 
Ward said. “It’s always fun to 
beat New York. And when I 
was in New York, it was 
always fun to beat Boston.”

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Savard scores 
All-Star winner

ATLANTA — Marc Savard 
made Atlanta feel like home 
all over again. 

With hockey luminaries 
such as Sidney Crosby sitting 
at home, Savard stepped on 
up. The Boston Bruins for- 
ward scored the winning goal 
with 20.9 seconds left Sunday 
night to lift the Eastern 
Conference to an 8-7 win over 
the West. 

Real early it looked as 
though it would be a night for 
the West when Rick Nash 
scored the first of his three 
goals a record-quick 12 sec- 
onds into the game. But the 
East took charge with five 
straight, including two by 
Alex Ovechkin — Crosby’s 
rival for top player in the 
NHL. 

Yet in the end, after the 
West erased a 5-1 deficit to go 
ahead 7-6, Savard — a former 
star for the host Atlanta 
Thrashers — brought the local 
fans out of their seats to cheer 
for him again. 

Leading up to the game, 
there was much talk about 
who wouldn’t be at the All- 
Star game. Crosby, the 
defending MVP and scoring 


champion pulled out due to a 
sprained ankle, and starting 
goalies Martin Brodeur and 
Roberto Luongo both with- 
drew for personal reasons. 

That left it wide open for 
many others to grab the atten- 
tion. Of the 42 players, 15 
made their All-Star debuts. 

Ovechkin made an early 
bid, followed by Nash, and 
even goalie Evgeni Nabokov. 
In the end it was Savard, 
known way more for passing 
the puck than shooting it. The 
play-making forward, second 
in the NHL in assists, buried 
the puck behind first-timer 
Manny Legace just when it 
seemed overtime was 
inevitable. 

Carolina’s Eric Staal got 
the East even at 7 with 7:25 
left by scoring his second of 
the night, then helped set up 
Savard for the winner. His 
three points were enough to 
skate off with the MVP award. 

Savard spent parts of three 
seasons in Atlanta before 
leaving for Boston as a free 
agent before last season. The 
crowd was rooting for current 
Thrashers star Ilya Kovalchuk 
to win it, but happily settled 
for a former favorite.

of the nerves. It didn’t quite 
work out that way.

Locally, buoys would be 
placed in rows parallel to 
shore and 2 and a half miles 
out. Each row would take 3 
percent of the wave energy. 
Four rows are considered opti- 
mal, the audience heard. 

“The size and scale of the 
proposed devices is astonish- 
ing and alarming,” said 
Rachel Binah, an anti-offshore 
oil exploration activist. 

One panel of regulators 
explained the many layers of 
protection provided any pro- 
ject that goes into the ocean, 
comforting some critics. 

“The most interesting com- 
ments came from the fisher- 
men. I was impressed by their 
open-mindedness,” said Laura 
Welter, head of a local non- 
profit agency. 

“They know as much as 
anybody else that we need to 
look at alternative energy 
sources. They just want to 
protect that beautiful resource, 
and the creatures that live 
there. Developers of wave 
energy will be smart if they 
include fishermen in the 
process from the very start,” 
Welter said. 

There was little presented 
to settle unease about how 
locals can steer the process as 
it goes forward. 

“After all that was said, we 
still don’t know what the pub- 
lic input process will be. That 
whole issue was side-stepped 
at the forum. They all appear 
to be making this up by the 
seat of their pants,” said 
Binah. 

One evidence of this was 
the scramble for a comprehen- 
sive map of proposed projects 
that Binah and others have 
pleaded for. 

NOAA assembled such a 
map, but even fellow federal 
agencies were having trouble 
locating all the FERC applica- 
tions to help NOAA put them 
on the map. FERC offers no 
map. 
“We are beginning to see 
maps of the nationwide scope 
of wave energy projects for 
the first time. It is clear that 
FERC’s preliminary permits 
are starting to blanket both 
coasts,” said Mitchell. 

A brand new series of pro- 
posals in Alaska by a Texas 
company offers local towns 
local control. 

Federal, city and county 
officials were among those 
who sought help from this 
reporter finding the docket 
numbers for recent projects 
that are very hard to find on 
the FERC Website. 
Implications of the difficult 
search process are serious.

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Without those docket num- 
bers, the official intervention 
deadline could pass. 

Three different approaches 
to wave energy regulation 
emerged in a panel that 
involved the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission, 
Minerals Management 
Service and California State 
Lands Commission. 

The crowd heard that 
FERC and MMS have settled 
their differences over which 
federal agency is in charge in 
an agreement called an MOU, 
or Memo of Understanding. 
That document is expected to 
be released in February. 

Many listeners were 
intrigued by Maurice Hill’s, of 
MMS, explanation of the 
MMS process, which calls for 
competitive bidding of wave 
or wind energy leases and 
direct negotiations with any- 
one. FERC awards its wave 
energy territory on a first- 
come first-served basis, creat- 


ing issues such as the 
Green Wave filing off 
Mendocino, in which no 


investment beyond the filing 
fees is evident. 

“It is clear that MMS has 
been meticulous in observing 
rulemaking and environmen- 
tal study requirements for its 
national program, while 
FERC has not,” said Mitchell, 
who has filed documents 
objecting to the FERC 
process. 

“The process for local pub- 
lic input and persuasion 
remains unclear. Local and 
small business preferences are 
apparently left to the discre- 
tion of individual energy 
developers,” said Mitchell. 

The organizing local 
municipalities found out from 
Stephen Bowler of FERC that 
they have a preference under 
the Federal Power Act over 
other kinds of wave energy fil- 
ers. Officials from both 
municipalities planned to look 
into how this could work. 

The City/County coordinat- 
ing committee that organized 
the Wave Energy Forum plans 
to get together later this week 
to debrief and strategize about 
what’s next, said Fort Bragg 
City Manager Linda Ruffing. 

“In terms of formal actions, 
I believe that both the City 
and County should file 
Motions to Intervene on the 
GreenWave preliminary per- 
mit application,” said Ruffing. 

“I expect that we’ll also 
want to take some more 
proactive steps, such as help- 
ing to establish a local stake- 
holders group (akin to Lincoln 
County’s Fishermen 
Interested in Natural Energy). 
For me, Saturday’s proceed- 
ings really drove home the 
point that wave energy is a 
‘big deal’ and it’s imperative

that the City (and the commu- 
nity) stay on top of it and 
make certain that our concerns 
are addressed,” Ruffing said. 

FERC’s Bowler said the 
agency is considering how to 
respond to persistent calls that 
it engage in rulemaking. 
Bowler emphasized that his 
agency has a mandate to put 
the need to develop the energy 
on an equal footing with all 
other concerns. 

“The City and County must 
be in charge of protecting our 
coast because even though 
there are many layers of “pro- 
tection’ agencies,” if FERC 
takes over, they could be 
swept away in this potential 
“gold rush,” Binah said. 

California’s State Lands 
Commission does not believe 
that the federal government 
can authorize anything in the 
ocean without state signoff. 
State Lands emphasized again 
that neither FERC nor any of 


the applicants, such as PG&E, 
GreenWave and Ocean Power 
Technologies, have filed any 
applications with the state and 
must do so. The application 
could initiate a California 
Environmental Quality Act 
review process that would 
take more than a year and in 
which State Lands would act 
as the lead agency, it was 
revealed at the forum. 

Another interesting point 
that emerged in discussions 
this reporter had with several 
official participants at the 
forum was that PG&E could 
use eminent domain powers to 
push a wave energy plant 
through, if it wanted to, which 
might allow the utility the 
ability to circumvent some 
state processes that FERC 
itself might be subject to. The 
utility has promised to gain 
community support and has 
promised an open process and 
dialogue.

Three representatives of 
PG&E were in Fort Bragg all 
day for the event. Bill Toman 
was introduced as the new 
project manager. The compa- 
ny has been much more open 
with the community than oth- 
ers seeking local preliminary 
permits, such as Chevron, 
GreenWave and California 
Wave Energy Partners. 

Industry representatives 
said a whopping 100 
megawatts could be generated 
in three-quarters of a square 
mile of ocean. While PG&E 
has laid claim to 68 square 
miles off the coast, the utility 
plans to utilize only a small 
portion of that area to develop 
wave energy. 

Steve Kopf of Ocean 
Power Technologies said the 
local process could work, if 
local people stay involved. He 
said he had been involved in 
more than 20 meetings similar 
to the Saturday seminar. 


A gray whale study, is one 
of the first benefits of wave 
energy study investment, 
Oregon representatives said. 

For Dr. Miller, the forum 
created far too many worries. 

“Federal experts are telling 
us that the wave energy indus- 
try may well ruin the commer- 
cial and sport fishing busi- 
ness, disrupt and perhaps kill 
the ecosystem of the ocean, 
spoil the scenic view of our 
coast line, leave huge amounts 
of wreckage and industrial 
waste, open the door for 
removal of the moratorium on 
coastal oil and gas drilling and 
most importantly dramatically 
lessen the quality of life for 
coastal inhabitants.”
